FINED AND IMPRISONED. 


LONDON', March J.—Tho following Is the 


substance of an interview with tho father 
of nil the Armenians, Mgr. Khrlmlran at 
Tillis, Jan. 25: 


Regarding the Snssoun massacre, the 


priest said that what ho knew of the 
affair was gathered from eye-wltncsscs 
and newspaper reports. His story was 
substantially as previously reported In 
these dispatches. Continuing, he said: 


"Many Armenians are confined in pris- 


ons for 'political matters.' The number 
of tho prisoners must be more than 2000. 
All, or nearly all, are Innocent. The state 
of tho Turkish prisons is simply dreadful. 
For instance, tho chief monk of a monas- 
tery was fastened to a wall with nails 
driven through his hands, and was deliv- 
ered from that awful position only on. ad- 
mitting that ho had acted wrongfully, al- 
though he was really innocent. 


"On the hands and feet of several prison- 


ers were fastened Iron chains and heaTv 
shacUlcs of wood, while on their heads 
were placed instruments resembling cop- 
per pots, which were h«ated to a high 
temperature. 


"In tho Sassoun district thero were 


about 111 villages and hamlets. I believe 
that, the Kurdish and Turkish troops have 
burned or destroyed 31 villages, nnd I esti- 
mate that- the number of men, women 
and children killed In the Sassoun district 
amounts to ll.WO. 


"These villages are Slicnyk, with 1000 


Inhabitants; 
tiemnl. with 
MOO Inhnbl- 


tiuit.s; Cleicangan, with MX) inhabitants " 


With reference to the Turkish commis- 


sion of inquiry, Mgr. Khrimiran said: 
"llic chief interest :n present centers in 
the Turkish commission of inquiry, but I 
look for no results from the investi»n- 
liou." 


Tlie Mountain Slassaore. 


"The massacre in t-li3 mountains was 


the result of a long period of Turkish mis- 
government. In the Armenian provinces 
of Turkey a policy of cruelty and oppres- 
sion has continued for 
a 
long time 


Twenty or 3J years ago the Armenians did 
not understand the cause of all tho calam- 
ities which befell them. They thou-ht 
their troubles were sent by heaven",is 
punishment for their sins. Such Is always 
tho belief of the people deprived of educa- 
tion and the printing press. But later 
when the people began to think and to 
understand the wicked acts of their op- 
pressors, there camo a change, and thev 
saw clearly the real cause of their troubles 


"Tho Armenians suffered from the mis- 


government of tlie Turks much more than 
the Bulgarians, who lived in tho nci.'li. 
borhood of the western European powers, 
whereas the Armenians were at such n 
remote distance from tho civilized world 
that their cries conld not be beard. 


"At the close of the Kusso-Tiirkish war1 


the Armenians, encouraged bv the im- 
proved condition of Bulgaria,"demanded 
tlie same guarantees which were given to 
that country. In the meantime the Kuro- 
pean powers were compelled to sk'ii tlie
